Serbia 
arrests 
in clash 


SEVEN Serbia fans were 
arrested after violent clash- 
es with England support- 
ers in Gelsenkirchen. 

No England fans were 
held last night as clashes 
saw hundreds of police 
rush to Weberstrasse. 

Ex-England striker Stan 
Collymore posted a picture 
of a man covered in blood 
online with the message: 
"Police vans en masse 
in Gelsenkirchen centre 
now. Kicking off in tiny 
groups.’ 

Gelsenkirchen police 
confirmed that all the 
arrests were Serbian. 

A spokesman said: "The 
two fan groups were sepa- 
rated. Seven people were 
taken into custody. 

“There was also a com- 
plaint of grievous bodily 
harm. The background to 
this is still unclear.” 

A spokesman for the UK 
Football Policing Unit add- 
ed: "Our German col- 
leagues have made a num- 
ber of arrests of what we 
currently believe to be 
Serbian supporters. 

"At this stage we do not 
believe that any UK nation- 
als have been arrested but 
inquiries are ongoing.”

“lie detector" tests if they want to 
visit Europe. 

The EU is considering introducing 
tough new border controls that will see 
tourists have their faces and body lan- 
guage analysed as they complete a visa 
form online or at an airport or ferry port. 

If the AI "inspector" thinks the Brit is 
lying or behaving in a suspicious manner 
then a red flag is raised and a human 
immigration officer would step in to ask 
more questions and even refuse entry.

THE general notice period for taking leave is at least twice as long as the 


amount of leave a worker wants to take, 


plus one day. 


For example, a worker would give three days’ notice for one day’s leave. 


An employer can refuse a leave request 


or cancel leave but they must give 


as much notice as the amount of leave requested, plus one day. 

If the contract says something different about the notice a worker or 
employer should give, what’s in the contract will apply. Employers can 
restrict when leave can be taken, for example at certain busy periods. 

There is no absolute right to take the holiday times of your choosing.

and believing nuclear war was 
imminent, in 1977 he moved 
his cult, including whole fami- 
lies to a remote area of Guyana 
in South America. He named 
their new 4,000-acre jungle 
settlement Jonestown. 

But his followers were 
forced to work in the fields for 
hours, often went hungry, and 
were policed by guards called 
the Red Brigade, with humili- 
ating punishments doled out. 

Jones slept with multiple 
members, while imposing a 
celibacy ban on others. 

Increasingly paranoid, he 


got members to practise 
"white night" suicide drills. 

When reports of the abuse 
leaked to family members, 
Californian Congressman Leo 
Ryan joined a team of journal- 
ists arriving to investigate in 
1978. On November 18, the 
delegation decided to leave 
when a cult member tried to 
stab Ryan. They took some 
members, who wanted to 
leave, with them. 

Shockingly, as they tried to 
board their planes at a nearby 
airstrip, they were ambushed 
by an armed unit of the cult. 


The unit opened fire, shooting 
Ryan and four others dead. 

The remaining survivors 
fled. Jones told his flock that 
retribution would follow and 
that there was a CIA conspira- 
cy against their community. 

He announced it was time 
for the final act of “revolution- 
ary suicide" and ordered his 
brainwashed flock to drink 
cyanide-laced punch, mixed 
in a large vat with sedatives, 
from plastic cups. 

The children were the first to 
die - 304 of them, followed by 
the adults amid scenes of 
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screaming and wailing, with 
father-of-nine Jones angrily 
telling them: “Stop these 
hysterics!” 

In the grisly aftermath a total 
of 909 bodies were found lying 
where they had fallen at the 
site. 

Some had not gone quietly 
- and been injected with the 
poison. 

Jones, 47, was found dead 
with a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound. 

Even the dogs and a pet 
chimp were killed.

LUKE LITTLER revealed he loves 
“playing in big arenas" after win- 
ning his second World Series crown 
and his sixth title of 2024. 

The 17-year-old had to battle past Michael 
Smith in the semis, fighting back from 4-1 down 
to win 7-6, but he then dominated Rob Cross 
8-3 in the final to win the Poland Masters at the 
PreZero Arena in Gliwice on Saturday night. 

"I'm delighted to get the win, it's an amazing 
feeling to lift trophies in front of massive 
crowds, said Littler. 

“I had a week off in Orlando [after the US 
Darts Masters] and there was a bit of rustiness 
at times but I've played well overall. 

"Rob didn't play as well as he has been doing 
in the final and I punished him. 

“I love playing in big arenas in front of 
thousands of people - I didn't expect 9,000 
people in here tonight, it's just incredible." 

Littler had earlier survived a tense semi-final 
with Smith, who led 4-1 and narrowly missed 
the bull going for a 124 finish, and then two 
match darts at double eight in the deciding leg 
before he found double five to prevail 7-6. 

It proved a real battle throughout with Littler 
having earlier taken out treble 19, double top, 
double top for 137 to level at 5-5 in a classic. 

He enjoyed a more straightforward path to 
victory in the final. He averaged 101.84, includ- 
ing hitting a killer 164 checkout to open up a 4-1 
lead against the US Darts Masters champion 
and the teenager is now itching for more.

But in response to Clark then ankle- 
tapping flying Broncos centre Jarred Bassett 
with his side 52-0 ahead in the 78th minute, 
Wellens said: “For me as a coach, that’s as 
impressive as any of the tries he scored 
because it shows his desire.” Meanwhile,
